Were  it  not  for  the  Sabbath,  the  sim-  |i 
ultaneous  praise  and  worship  of  God,  and  rnediia-  > 
lions  of  sacred  things,  would  give  [ilace  to  an  utter 
forgetfulness  of  God,  and  duty,  and  Heaven. —  i 
Were  it  not  for  the  Sabbath,  the  Christian  minis- 1 
try,  one  of  the  most  effective  of  the  earthly  insiru-  ! 
mentalities  of  the  government  of  God,  would  have 
no  place  assigned  it  for  the  perfoirnance  of  ihej' 
work  committed  to  its  care.  Were  it  not  for  the  i 
Sabbath,  the  order  aud  safety  of  health,  property  P 
and  life,  growing  out  of  the  blessed  influence  of'' 
the  Christian  religion,  would  doubtless  be  super-  | 
seded  by  the  anarchy  and  misrule  of  a  people  !l 
dead  to  all  religion.  Were  it  not  for  the  Sabbath,  i' 
indeed,  the  life,  with  which  God  has  blessed  us  uu  * 
the  earth,  would  be  rendered,  to  say  the  least,  a  ' 
gift  of  far  more  doubtful  value  that  at  present  if 
not  a  decided  curse.  I 

The  worth  of  the  Sabbath  to  us,  of  this  age  and 
nation,  is  beyond  all  computation.  It  is  the  great  : 
surely  of  civil  and  religious  freedom.  I  hesiiaioj 
out  to  say,  and  I  hazard  nothing  in  saying,  that  the  |l 
influences  sent  abroad  among  the  peojile  of  iliejl 
Union,  on  each  returning  Sabbath,  are  worth  morep 
to  the  nation,  beating  upon, the  preservation  and  ' 
purification  of  her  institutions,  than  alt  the  legisla¬ 
tion  of  her  public  bodies  fur  one  year,  or  than  ihe  i 
most  powerful  navy  and  army  the  world  ever  saw.  | 
Think  me  not  extravagant  in  this  assertion:  but  il 
rather  think  of  the  intellectual  and  moral  might,  P 
which  is  generated  in  the  great  soul  of  the  nation,  i 
by  the  influence  among  the  people  of  the  Christian  | 
ministry  alone.  The  principles  of  Chiistiauiiy  are  ' 
the  strongest  bulwark  of  our  nation.  Gathered  upP 
from  the  Bible,  and  sent  abroad  through  the  effiirisli 
of  the  ministry,  on  the  Sabbath,  they  inspire  irue{| 
patriotism  in  the  heart  of  the  people.  And  so  long 


as  the  Christian  love  of  country  is  alive  in  the  na¬ 
tion,  we  are  safe  ;  and  without  it,  the  deepest  ruin 
would  be  mercy. 

But  we  have  something  moreihon  the  rationality 
of  this  view,  upon  which  to  rely  for  its  correctness, 
— we  have  fact,  which  is  more  weighty  for  the 
truth  than  the  mightiest  armed  force,  pioving  the 
truth  of  what  we  have  affirmeil.  In  the  life  of 
Washington,  the  martial  hero  of  the  world,  we 
have  fact,  demonstrating  all  we  claim  for  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Christianity,  lor  the  CHiristian  ministry, 
for  the  Christian  Sabbath,  itr  their  bearing  upon 
the  weal  of  this  nation.  Il  has  been  nobly  and 
truly  said  of  him  : — “  History  furnishes  no  parallel 
to  the  character  of  Washington.  He  stands  on  an 
ttnappronchahle  eminence  ;  distinguished  almost 
beyond  humanity  for  selfcommaud,  intrepidity, 
soundness  of  jmigment,  rectitude  of  pur/rose,  and 
deep,  ever-active  piety.  Washington  was  a  men 
of  prayer.  His  exalted  character  was  formed  un¬ 
der  the  influence  of  Christian  [iripciples.  In  bis 
Farewell  Address  to  the  People  of  the  United 
States,  which  ought  to  he  engraved  on  their  hearts, 
he  gives  his  own  derp  connection  of  the  value  of 
Religion  and  Morality,  as  the  elements  of  national 
prosperity.  ‘  In  vain,’  he  observes,  •  would  that 
man  claim  the  tribute  of  [latriotisni,  who  should 
labor  to  subvert  these  great  pillars  of  human  hap¬ 
piness,  these  firmest  props  of  the  duties  of  men  and 
citizens.'*  ’ 

Such,  then,  is  the  worth  of  Christianity  to  us,  as 
a  nation  ;  and  by  implication,  such  is  the  worth  of 
the  Christian  ministry,  atid  the  Christian  Sabbath. 
If  this  be  so,  every  individual  of  the  nation  should 
sustain  these  “  pillars  of  human  happiness,”  by 
every  lawful  means  in  his  power.  This  duty  does 
not  rest  upon  the  nation,  as  a  whole  ;  for  we  have, 
and  should  have,  no  national  religion.  But  it  rests 
upon  the  people,  in  their  individual  capacity.  No 
man  need  expect  that  he  can  throw  a  part  of  this 
duty  upon  his  neighbor,  nor  the  whole  of  it.  Each 
man,  and  each  woman,  of  the  nation,  must  do  his 
and  her  appropriate  portion  of  it,  or  the  whole  will 
not  be  done.  It  must  be  done  now,  this  very  mo¬ 
ment  ;  for  every  hour  has  its  proportion  of  it ;  and 
if  it  be  suffered  to  accumulate  upon  your  band,  it 
will  not  be  done  at  all. 

Then  let  the  people  of  this  great  nation  a  vake  ! 
— let  Zion  put  on  her  beautiful  garments  in  her 
miilst ! — let  the  people  seek  now  the  favor  of  the 
Lord  of  hosts! — aud  the  tide  of  our  national  pros¬ 
perity  will  rise  higher  and  higher,  and  finally 
whelm  the  whole  world  in  glory!  And  let  us, 
Universalists,  to  whom  is  committed  a  portion  of 
this  great  work,  from  this  time  forward  see  to  it; 
that  our  part  of  the  duty,  of  watching  over  the 
nation’s  religious  character  be  thoroughly  and  faith¬ 
fully  performed.
